was ignored completely. Tho man- 
date decisions of the inter-allied su- 
preme council and the league of na- 
tions council have been put into ef- 
fect despite protests from assembly 
members. This reopens Germany'* 
contention that the mandate* for the 
former German colonies 
should be 


heid by the leagun of nations instead 
of by thc big powers controlling the. 
supreme council. 
Germany threat- 


ened to break the treaty of Versailles 
unless her protest was heeded, but it 
was ignored.
